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Trenton is the capital of New Jersey and 
county seat of Mercer County. It was settled 
in 1676 under the name of Falls and renamed 
Trenton in 1719 in honor of William Trent, 
speaker of the House of Assembly. It is 
located on the Delaware River, thirty miles 
northeast of Philadelphia 
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T-8 — Swimming Pool at Trenton Country Club. Trenton, N. J. 
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
